Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection{s): The 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2 first paragraph is withdrawn in view of the 
applicants' argument that such features in question were well known in the art at the time of the applicants' invention. 

Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that Griebenow does not 
teach "electronically transmitting a second issue of said serial prublication to said subscriber only after determining that said first issue has 
been opened". However, In Figure 7 step 130 (col. 9, lines 49-59) teaches a step for determining whether an inclusion criterion has been 
met. This criterion is generated by the consumer's computer based on whether the advertisment is viewed (col. 5, lines 66-67 and col. 6, 
lines 1-12). An advertisement can be a serial publication itself (for example a series of advertisements) and in this the Griebenow 
invention the advertisements are attached to a serial publication. Furthermore the previously cited Stumm reference (U.S. Patent Number 
5,768,528) teaches the subject matter of claims 1, 8, and 15 (See Figure 4 and col. 6, lines 19-46). As to the arguments regarding Hoyle, 
the cookie described by Hoyle in the previously cited section is sent when the client system is software is utilized . 
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
